EIGHT 
SAILORS 
MISSING 


U. S. S. New Orleans Seamen Be­ 
lieved to Have Drowned

conferred with 
Secretary of State Hughes Wednes­ 
day* afternoon, and after the con­ 
ference, according 
to 
a 
dispatch 
from the correspondent of the 
Ind­ 
ianapolis Star, expressed fhe belief 
that foreign diplomats herealter will 
Ik* careful to refrain from meddling 
in American domestic' problems. He 
would not divulge what was said at 
the conference, but it is understood 
he and Secretary Hughes discussed 
the m atter at some length and that 
the explanation offered by* British 
Ambassador Geddes was presented 
to the senator. 
The Italian 
ambassador, 5 ittorio 
Rolandi Ricci, has not yet called on 
Secretary* Hughes, but it is expect­ 
ed he will find it convenient to do so 
at most any* time. Senator Watson, 
in discussing the pending protective 
tariff' bin, complained the 
Brifish 
and 
Italian 
ambassadors 
and a 
French consul had delivered speech­ 
es which suggested “ unjust interfer­ 
ence” with our domestic affairs, in- 
eluding the tariff and merchant m a­ 
rine. 
The Italian ambassador was 
said to have been the chiei offend­ 
er. Following the Indiana senator’s 
speech, Ambassador 
Geddes volun­ 
tarily called at the State Department 
to 
submit a stenographic copy of 
his speech which drew the criticism. 
The British 
n in b a^ad o r expressed 
the belief 
lie had been misquoted 
and that this led to the criticism. 
The Italian ambu"sador is expected 
to come forth with an explanation 
for his utterances. 
The matter is a closed incident, 
so far 
Senator W atson is con­ 
cerned. líe calle«! attention to the 
matter in his public speech, but he 
leaves it to diplomatic channels to 
adjust the m atter and guard against 
indFcreet utterances in 
future hy 
foreign representatives to this coun­ 
try*. 
Senator W atson’" address is tlie 
subject of wide 
editorial comment 
in the leading journals of the coun­ 
try*. 
“ A good service has lieen render­ 
ed by Senator Watson <>f Indiana in 
reminding the envoys ot foreign gov­ 
ernments that they should not in­ 
ject themselves into American poli­ 
tical affairs,” declare" the Washing­ 
ton Post. “Tliis service is benefh-ial 
not only to the I nited States, hut 
to the envoys themselves and will 
do much to eliminate possible causes 
of 
friction 
between 
the 
I nited 
States 
and 
foreign 
governments. 
Senator W atson 
alludes to specific 
instances in which, in his opinion, 
foreign envoys have overstepped tlu* 
mark in their criticism ot American 
policy, or in their objections to pro­ 
posed legislation. But Americans in­ 
sist on exercising their own judg­ 
ment and their collective public op­ 
inion is still sound, notwithstanding 
attempts to poison. 
It is said Senator W atson called 
at the State Department on another 
matter and not for the purpose 
of 
discussing 
the 
section 
from 
his 
speech, hut 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Hughes availed himself of the op­ 
portunity to take up the m atter at 
some length. The State Department 
undoubtedly will find no official rea­ 
son for complaining about the Brit­ 
ish, French and Italian speeches in 
this country in reference to Amer­ 
ican matters, 
hut 
doubtless 
will 
drop the 
hint to speak moré* guard­ 
edly in the future.

Senator 'Watson's address is the 


subject of wide editorial comment 
in the leading journals of the coun- 
try."A good service has been render- 
d by Senator Watson of Indiana in 
reminding the envoys of foreign gov- 
ernments that they should not in- 
ject themselves into American poli- 
tical affairs," declares the Washing- 
ton Post. "This service is beneficial 
not only to the United States, but 
to the envoys themselves and will 
do much to eliminate possible causes 
of 
friction between 
the 
United 


States- and 
foreign 
governments. 


Senator Watson 
alludes" to specific 


instances in which, in. his opinion, 
foreign envoys have overstepped the 
mark in their criticism of American 
policy, or in their objections to pro- 
posed legislation. But Americans in- 
sist on exercising their own judg- 
ment and their collective public op- 
inion is still sound, notwithstanding 
attempts to poison. 


It is said Senator Watson called 


at the State Department on another 
matter and not for the purpose 
of 


discussing 
the 
section from his 


speech, but 
Secretary 
of 
State 


Hughes availed himself of the op- 
portunity to take up the matter at 
some length. The State Department ,. 
undoubtedly will find no olficial rea- 
son for complaining about the Brit- 
ish, French and Italian speeches in 
this country in reference to Amer- 
ican matters, but 
doubtless' will 


drop the hint to speak more^ guard- 
edly in the future.
